INSANE PATIENTS 
CALM WHILE. FIRE 
RAGES AT DUNNING 


Inmates March Out Quietly; 
Attendants and Firemen 
Struggle with Blaze. 


FLAMES START- IN DEBRIS 


Three Employes Wurt and Boy 
‘Heroically Rescues Panicky 
Women from Roof. 


SECOND TIME WITHIN-A YEAR 


Two hundred and fifty insane men were 
routed out of their quarters in the old poor 
house building of the Illinois State hospital 
for the Insane at Dunning last night. 

The smoke crept up the stairway, gongs 
sounded, attendants scampered. The volun- 
teer department ran among them excited. 


Yet the patients were calm. And these are 


the “violently ingane.” . 

None rushed down the stairs or fled to the 
escapes, or broke windows, or screamed, or 
did as sane persons would have done. 

Half a dozen attendants formed them 
quickly into line, gave the word, and they 
left the building, and were quartered in the 
amusement hall. 


Boy Proves Hero. 
Some of the attendants, however, climbed 


to the roof when the stairways became im- |” 


passable, fainted, grew hysterical, and one 
woman had tobe carried down the fire escape. 

The fire started in a two year accumulation 
of rubbish in the basement of the administra- 
tion building, in one wing of which are the 
women attendants end employés This is 
the second fire within a year at the hos- 


‘pital. Asolo terms the principal 
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hy sterica) Woman the roof. 

Littie damage was done to the building, a 
ramshackle structure, which had been partly 
destroyed by fire two years ago, and which, 
attendants said, had been condemned several 
times by county authorities. 


May Have Been Set. 

Paroled patients in wards D. W.6and D. W. 
7 had gone to supper in the main dining room 
—about 150 of them. There is a suspicion that 
some patient set the fire. Possibly one of 
them had knocked out the “ heel * of his pipe 
and set fire to the rubbish, 

Two hundred and fifty violent patients 
were left in the building: In another wing 
were a number of women employés. The 
gtnoke spread quickly, choking the stairways. 
The women fied to the roof. 

Mre. Mary Sherman, a domestic, fainted 
when she had reached the roof. A physician 
carried her down. Mrs. Caroline Ray climbed 
to another part of the building and called for 
help. 

Young Palm heard her, dropped the hose, 
and helped te place a ladder against the 
wall. Another driven out by the smoke was 
Mrs. Arthur Lloyd. 

The city firemen, three and « half miles 
from the institution, arrived twenty minutes 
after the fire had been discovered, and the 
blaze was put out with little loss. - 


Three Attendants Injured. 

Three attendants were slightly injured. 
John O'Keefe was burned when he fell 
against @ steam pipe, and Albert Wetzel 
was partly overcome by smoke and fell, 
striking his head. A third volunteer fire- 
man was cut about the wrists in breaking 
a window. 

Dr. George Leininger, superintendent of 
the hospital, was pleased at the efficiency 
of the volunteers, and the behavior of the 
gasents. 

“One or two of the D. W. 6 and 7 patients 
became alarmed,” he said, “and tried to 


go back for their valuables, but they were | 


easily dissuaded. The boy deserves a lot 
of praise. He lives across the street, and 
climbed a ten foot iron fence to give the 
alarm.” . 

Dr. George Zeller, an alienist, and the 


' medical member of the state administration 


board, was present and made favorable com- 
ment on the way in which the patients and 
the fire were handled.

COTIZENS TARE UP ARMS. 


penhialenih South Africa, Jan. 9.~ | 


Thére has been an astonishing change in the 


. situatiom since Thursday night, when the 


railway strike seemed to be a flasco. The 
strike leaders appealed to the Johannesburg 
Trades federation today, and the federation 
applied pressure in such a manner as to bring 
things to an immediate head. As a result 
the situation tonight is one of the utmost 
gravity. 

Dynamite is being uséd by the strikers in 
the territory adjacent to Johannesburg. An 
effort was made today to blow up a mai! train 
between Denver and Jeorge Goch. Nobody 
on board the train was injured, but the front 
wheels of the pilot engine were blown offand 
the track was damaged. Another explosion 
occurred on the railway tonight, between 
Johannesburg and Cleveland. 

An unsuccessful attempt to biéw up a train 
was made between Witpoortje and Liu- 
paardeviel. Three sticks of dynamite witha 
detonator attached were discovered by «a 
foreman track layer just before the arrival 
of a crowded passanger train from Zeerust. 


Government to Fight Federation. 

The government is credited with an inten- 
tion to fight the trades federation to a finish. 
It is reported that martial law will be pro- 
claimed at Pretoria tomorrow. | 

The principal strike leaders, who were 
prominent in the last Rand strike, were ar- 
rested on charges of sedition today. All of 
them were held without bail. “Tonight other 
leaders were taken into custody and at a 
late hour, following a hurriedly calied meet- 
ing, the trades federation threatened to call 
a general strike unless the men detained were 
liberated, 

George Mason, a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the federation, address- 
ing the railroad workers said: “I want you 
all to be Hke me and send the king, the flag, 
and the country to h-——.” 

The call was greeted with cheers. When 
Mason added, “We are as good as the 
king,"’ he was greeted with shouts of “ Yes, 
and better.”

FORMER HYDE PARK HIGH BOY 


SLAYS TEACHER: KILLS SELF. 


John G. Spooner, Kin of Ex-Senator, 
Commits Double Crime at Madison— 
Drink Main Cause for Tragedy. 


Madison, Wis, Jan. 9.—[Special.J—In a 
public schoolroom filled with terrified chil- 
dren, John G. Spooner, nephew of former 
United States Senator John C. Spooner, to- 
day shot and killed Miss Emily McConnell, a 
teacher, with whom he had long been infatu- 
ated. He then killed himeelf. 

Spooner ie said to have been drinking 
heavily for several weeks and had threat- 
ened-te kill both his wife and Miss McCon- 
nell. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock today Spooner left 
his insurance office, giving as an excuse that 


visited a couple of saloons and then went 
to the Irving school, a mile from the 
state capitol; where Miss McConnell was 
teaching. On his arrival he went imme- 
diately to the room where Miss @&cCon- 
nell was engaged with a kindergarten class 
and with a few muttered words as a warn- 
ing he began shooting. Miss McConnell 
screamed and ran, but fell. As Spooner fired 
the second shot the children rushed from 
the room in @ panic. Spooner then placed 
the gevolver at his own head and fired. He 
died three hours later. 

Spooner was born in Madison, but spent his 
boyhood with his parents in Chicago. He 
graduated from the Hyde Park High school 
and spent several years in the insurance 
business‘in Chicago. ‘He married Miss Eliza- 
beth Preston in Chicago six years ago and 
three years later they came to Madison. They 
have two young children.

MIDDLEMEN AND PRODUCERS. 

Commenting upon a recent editorial 
which deplored the-proportion of middle- 
men to producers in America, an observant 
reader of Tur TrIBUNDP writes: 

“ Apropos of middlemen, I am surround- 
ed by’them. Within the compass of 500 
short paces are five grocery stores, four 


- meat markets, and two delicatessen shops. 


Some of these cater to customers who are 


_ ‘satisfied with inferior meats and poorer veg- 


 etables. Making due allowance for ‘that, 


there are, from an economic point of view, 
too many of them. But they all seem to 
make a living. 

“Nor js my neighborhood a notably ex- 
ceptional one. Wherever I go in residence 


‘districts I am surprised at delicatessen and 


grocery stores that turn up in unexpected 
quarters. It seems as if one did not have to 
walk more than two blocks almost anywhere 
to get the staple food products. That makes 
it easy for lazy housewives, but it adds a 
perceptible percentage to the cost of com- 
modities. How can you stop it?” 

“How can you stop it?” Perhaps an 
unanswerable question. And yet we must 
work toward an answer. It seems prob- 
able that the chief factor is not economic, 
but social. By becoming a middleman one 
can live in a city where life to most humans 
is less monotonous, more varied in interest 
and activity, than in the country. The gre- 
garious instinct works as powerfully as any 
upon men. Then there is the disposition to 
avoid physical effort and somewhat foolish

A.MUNICIPAL COMEDY. 

Gradually Chicago may comprehend the 
large comedy of the fact that a municipal 
agency that sells and a municipal agency 
that buys electric power for street illumina- 
tion have to be forced reructantly out of the 
position that the price is too low. 

If the Sanitary district, anxious to prove 
that its own power plant were worthless or 
anxious to increase the financial returns on 
it, were to demand a higher rate of the 
city, it might not be astonishing. The ma- 
jority on the sanitary district board might 
desire to withdraw from competition incon- 
venient to the private light monopoly. | It 
might so desire, or it might ask for more 
money for pay rolls. In either case there 


would be no comedy. 


But: when. the city joins the majority 
members of the sanitary district board and 
likewise pleads that the price it pays for 
power is too low, and that it must accept a 
higher rate from the district, then the jocund 
spirit enters laughing. | 

Yet if it were uot fer the activities of 
Trustees Paullin and Clark challenging the 
reports of Mr. “Palmer, electrician for the 
city; and of Mr. Ellicott, électrician for the 
district, this, agreement would have been 


reached, the price to the city raised, and 


the advantage of having this municipal elec- 
tric light plant sacrificed.. The plant, conse- 


quently, would lose proportionately and 


soon, by a continnance of such policy, might 


be rated among the municipally controlled 


institutions which had gone down bill to 

failure. . * 

Even Mayor Haxrison supported the ar- 

gument that the city and the district, not 

being coterminous, must consider the rights 

of taxpayers who live in the district and not 

in the city, And who consequently must suf- 

fer if the district makes a price less. than 

the cost of production. This would be in a 

fine spirit of equity, but the sanitary district 

trustees who are endeavoring to protect the 
power plant have been able to show in the 

report of Prof. Bemis that it is not trae.” 
The district may proceed to sell the city 

power at the lower price, make the streets 

well lighted, and, injuring no one outside 

thé city limits, be of great service to the 

people within. : 

If sanitary district and city officials do 


‘not wish this comedy to become farce they 


will arrange to install a steam plant to meet 
the problem of the peak load, will increase 
the lights, and will give the city its lighting 
at the rate proved to be within the ability 
of the district plant to offer.

A POSSIBLE PNEUMONIA CURE. 

OR years physicians have been try- 

ing to a cure for pneumonia. 
It was plain that digitalis, nux 
vomica, earbonate of 

guiacol, whisky, aod the old lot 
cures were ready for the same heap 
as bleeding. In fuct, time bas demon- 
strated that a certain group of pneu- 
monia cases were helped by bleeding, and 
im consequence there has been some re 
vival of bleeding. Some help in some 
stages of some cases of pneumonia will 
result from the use of ammonium car- 
bonate, guimcol, digitalis, or the other, but 
they are not cures in any proper sense. 
These latter day studies have been on 

the pneumonia coccus. When this coccus 
was discovered it soon developed that it 
did not grow well on the foods for germs 
commonly used in the laboratories. After 
a few days of feeble growth it always died. 
In consequence study of the pneumococ- 
cus lagged. Men knew the consumption 
germ and the diphtheria germ. like books, 
but the pneumonia germ was undiscovered 
country. 


, —_ 
In time a better food for this germ 
was found and the study of it began. Some 
facts were discovered that seemed to point 
a way to a remedy. It was found that 
when a mass of pneumococci were washed 
in weak walt water most of the poison was 
washed out of them. The washed germs 
had a slight power to produce fever and to 
harm the subject, but on the other hand 
they seemed to have great power to stir 
up the defensive forces of the body. Final- 
ly it was possible to get the cocci washed 
so clean that two teaspoonfuls of a sts- 
pension of them would not kill a guinea 
pig when injected into its veins. 

For three pneumonia seasons Dr. Rose- 
now has been using this method of treat- 
ing pneumonia, Of thirty patients_treat- 
ed this way by physicians in private ‘prac- 
tice three died—10 per cent. In a@ hospi- 
tal group of thirty-five cases in, 1910, aine 
died—25.7 per cent. In the next group 
were 294 cases treated in Cook county 
hospital. One hundred and forty-six re- 
ceived the injections—148 did not. All 
other treatment and care was exactly the 
samé. The cases were not selected. The 
death rate in_ the noninjected group was 
37.8 per cent (fifty-six deaths) ; in the ia- 
jected group, 23.3 per cent (thirty-four 
deaths). 
An injection of about  15,000,000,000 
i was made the first day in the hos- 
pital It wes repeated each day. After

the first injection there was a rise of fever 
of a degree or two, but after that the 


Yever declined aad it went away a few’ 


days earlier than is usual in’ pneumonia.

It is most important that the treatment 
be begun early in the disease, The re- 
sults are beat when the iajection is given 
the first day. Each day of delay lessens 
the chances of cure. 

In order to form a correct opinion of the 
value of any treatment it ie necessary to 
have a aumber of cases, Among young, 
healthy, clean people at least three out 
of every four ought te get well with any 
treatment. The only way to judge of 
whether a remedy ts in the 40 per cent 
class or in the 20 per cent class is te study 
enough cases. ' 

Dr. Rosenow does not yet know the 
value of this proposed remedy. In dane of 


-his articles he tells how to make it, what 


it contains, end how to use it. He thinks 
it will be especially valuable when given 
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to nonaleoholica immediately alter the 


pneumonia chill. 

He offers it free-and has written about 
it prematurely in the Journa) of the Amert-

by special envoy. The coronation iste 
take place at Athens in May. Those ofthe 
great powers which have a monarchical gov- 
ernment will send special missions, headed’ 
by princes of the blood, to Greece for the oc- 
césion, and it is understood that either the 
Prince of Wales or his sailor brother, Prince 
Albert, who is serving with England’s naval 
squadron in the Mediterranean, willhead the 
English mission. ,» 
The French republic will be represented by 
some high naval or military dignitary, and 
it remains to be seen whether or not Presi- 
dent Wilson will dispatch a special envoy 
or content himself with being represented by 
the resident American minister at Athens, 
The chief magistrate of the United States 
was represented by a special embassy at the 
coronation of King Edward and at that of 
King George V. 


The difficulty about American special em- 
bassies is the question of funds. The money 
which the government has at its disposal for 
the purpose is of a limited character, and the 
result is that it is necessary to find a special 
ambassador who is willing to pay the greater 
part of the heavy expenses incidental! to such 
a mission out of-his own pocket. 

The nomination does not require confirma- 
tion by the senate and is regarded asa purely 
personal appointment of the president. 

Several offers were made to President 
Roosevelt by rich New Yorkers to undertake 
the office of special envoy to the coronation 
of ‘the present king and queen of Sweden 
without any expense tothe government. But 
the men making them did not meet with the 
approval of the then chief magistrate, and 
ultimately the task of representing him was 
left to the American resident envoy at Chris- 
tiania. .

While at Athens, the special ambassadors 
and the*members of their suites will be the 
guests of King Constantine and of the Greek 
nation. 

This, though, will only relieve them of a 
relatively small portion of their expenses, 
which include not only the trip to and from 
Greece, but the bestowal of costly presents, 
of jewelry, etc., commensurate with the dig- 
nity and grandeur of the country which they 
represent, to all the Greek dignitaries and 
officials of high and low degree with whom 
they may be brought into contact, as well 
as considerable sums of money to the ser- 
vants deputed to wait upon them and to the 
soldiers standing guard at their doors, or 
escorting their carriages.

If certain peers of the British realm are 
displaying so much more vehemence and en- 
thusiasm than mere commoners in inciting 
the people of Ulster to resist by force of 
arms all attempts to subject them to an Irish 
Nationalist government after: the parlia- 
mentary enactment of home rule, it is be- 
cause they are virtually immune from any 
danger of punishment on charges of sedition 
or of inciting armed rebellion. 

Mere commoners would have to answer for 
such offenses as these before the ordinary 
courts of law, Jf the government once made 
up its mind to bring charges of sedition 
against them, charges amply warranted by 
the attitude which those concerned in the 
Ulster Agitation have been displaying for 
the past twelve months towards the authori- 
ties. | 

Before these tribunals the cases would be 
decided on the basis of facts and law, and the 
judges wopld have no alternative, if the guilt 
were proved, but to impose the heavy and 
harsh penalties provided for such crimes.

An illustration of the manner in which the 
leasehold system works out in London has 
lately been furnished in connection with the 
Carlton club in the Pall Mall, the headquar- 
ters of the Conservative party. 

The ground landlord isthe crown. The rent 
for the ground, which has until now amount- 
ed to $4,000 a year, has just been increased 
to $12,000 a year, and the club has been 
obliged by the crown to undertake to spend 
without delay a sum of about $200,000 in re- 
facing the entire building with stone. ° 

It is only on these conditions that the crown 
consented to allow the élub to retain, until 
the expiration of the new lease, the building, 
which was, nevertheless. erected by the club 
at its own expense. 

Strictly speaking, the building now belongs 
to the crown. According to the terms of 
those leases by means of which inhabited 
property is held in London, the buildings 
erected by the tenant on the lease ground 
become the property of the ground landlord 
on the expiration of the lease. 

It is in this way that the enormous fortunes 
of the Dukes of Westminster, Bedford. and 
Portland, of Lords Cadogan, Portman, and 
Howard de Walden, and the other great 
ground landlords have been built up without 
any expenditure on thelr part, these leases 
constituting a double, that is to say, gilt 
edged security, and the finest of all possible 
investments.

Prince 8S. D. Urussoff, who has just been 
sentenced to four months’ imprisonment by 
the courts of St. Petersburg on conviction 
of having Hbeled M. Pronin, president of the 
Nationalist association at Kishineff, is no 
other than the former governor of Bessara- 
bia and ex-member of the first duma., 

The libel is contained in the book which he 
published between six and seven years ago, 
entitled “ The Memoirs of a Governor,”’ and 
which, translated into English and into other 
foreign languages, created so great a senea- 
tion abroad. 

Appointed to the governorship of Bessara- 
bia almost immediately after the massacre of 
Kishineff, the prince made it his business to 
investigate the causes thereof, and, while he 
succeeded in relieving the imperial govern- 
ment of ite alleged complicity in the mas- 
sacre, he was able to lay the responsibility 
of the organization of the’ pogrom at the 
doors of the building contractor, M. Pronin. 

The latter, of peasant origin, had acquired 
a fortune as a builder and speculator in real 
estate, and had then set to work to curry 
popular favor by inflaming and promoting 
the anti-Semitic sentiments of the moufjiks 
and also of the burgeoisie in and around 
Kishineff, where he had established his 
home. | 

M. Pronin also purchased a weekly and 
daily paper at Kishineff, in which he 
preached the most reactionary doctrines. 
On several occasions he attempted to secure 
his election to the duma, but in each instance 
was ignominiously defeated, largely owing to 
the @isclosures regarding his responsibility 
for the massacres at Kishineff, contained itn 
Prince Urussoff's book. 

It is this that led him to finally sue the 
prince for libel, and, although he has secured 
a verdict in the lower courts, the conviction 
is. pretty certain to be set aside on appeal. 
Until this, however, M., Pronin is able to 
claim, that he has been judicially cleared of

Chicago, Jan. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]}— 
Mr. Joseph Medill Patterson's letter, pub- 
lighed in yesterday's TRIBUNE, contained so 
many erroneous ang unfair statements about 
Catholics and things Catholic, that I request 
an opportunity to correct the impreastons his 
letter has given your readers. 

1. Opposition to the teaching of sex hygiene 
in the public schools is not.confined to Cath- 
olics; consequently it is unfair to represent 
it as the Catholic attitude, and Mr. Patter- 
son's attempt to thus label it is insidious and 
reprehensible. Does Mr. Patterson not know 
that if all the members of the school beard 
who are Catholics had voted against the 
teaching of sex hygiene, it would not have 
carried? Mr. Patterson strives to give the 
impression that all non-Catholics area unit 
in favor-of teaching sex hygiene. There are 
members of the board who are not Catholics, 
yet they are opposed to the teaching of sex 
hygiene in the schools, 

2. When Gov. Dunne recently declared 
himself against the teaching of sex hygiene 
and exercised his discretionary powers as the 
chief executive of the state he did so as a 
citizen—not as a Catholic. Quite naturally 
@ man’s religious principles and convictions, 
as well as his training, his experience fm the 
world, and his observations of life, influence 
his opiniens. Thus President Wilson is guid- 
ed by what he believes to be right, when 
judged by the standards of the religion he 
professes, but that does not make President 
Wilson's attitude on questions pertaining to 
the welfare of the nation Presbyterian. 

Mr, Dunne is free to act In al! matters that 


come before him as governor in which his 
powers are not circumscribed by law, as his 
conscience and his best judgement dictate: 
and it is not only unfair, but also presump- 
tuous in Mr. Patterson to insinuate that Mr. 
Patterson's conscience and judgment In this 
particular matter is superior to Gov. Dunne’s, 
In other words (apologies to B. L, T.), ac- 
cording to Mr. Patterson, Gov.

Action Believed Negation by the 
Government of “Friendly 
Settlement”? by Interests. 


New York, Jan. 9.—[Special.]—Negotiations 
between the Americar’ Sugar Refining com- 
pany and the department of justice for a set- 
tlement out of court of the government's 
anti-trust suit have been terminated. 

They were ended after the department of 
justice had rejected a drastic plan of reor- 
ganization which the company proposed. 

The voluntary plan of the company was to 
put itself on a plane, through sweeping dis- 
posals of part of its cane refinery business 
end its beet sugar interests, where its rela- 
tive importance in the sugar production of 
the country today would be reduced to prac- 
tically half that which it ecoupied in the 
country’s production in 1892, before the period 
of concentration under the Havemeyers be- 


\ ; 
Shocks Financial District. 

The end of the efforts for a peaceable solu- 
tion which have been going on for over two 
months came as a shock to the financial dis- 
trict. It was interpreted as a practical nega- 
tion by the government of the policy of friend- 
ly settlement of pending anti-trust action 
against “big business” announced: three 
weeks ago when the American Telephone 
and Telegraph separation from Western 
Union agreement was reached. 

The end of the sugar negotiations, after the 
proposal on the part of the company of « 
drastic plan of heaping itself, were con- 
sidered enough to remove the possibility of 
any great advance being made along the line 
of friendly settlement with the government 
of corporation dissolution that is pending in 
suits. 

Government Not “Friendly”? 

Leaders in corporation affairs said today 
that the great hope held out in the tele- 
phone‘ settlement and in the pronounced 
statements by President Wilson and Attor- 
ney General McReynolds at the time, that 
a new era of £004 feeling had arrived be- 
tween the government and big business. had 
net been borne out by the practical resuit 
of the attempt of the sugar company to set 
ite house in order aceording to Its interpreta- 
tion of the reasonable demand of. the govern- 
ment. 

Its dismal failure was accepted as evidence 
that a more substantial basis for workine 
out the problem of corporation-government 
relations is absolutely essential. 


Sugar Proposal Was Broad. 

The company’s officials and James M. Beck, 
counsel in the case, refused to comment on 
the matter or give any information. 

The terms, it is learned, however, were 
broad. The company offered to restore con- 
ditions in the refining business such as exist- 
e@ before 1892, when the amalgamation and 
development policy of the Havemeyers began 
to exert itself. 

In doing this it agreed to so control its 
output, through Sales of properties and other- 
wise, that its estoteiege | E *, output to the 
total in the country would be made less 
than half of the percentage of output te 
the total that it manufactured in 1892. 

It also agreed to retain only those cane 
refineries which it wholly owned. It also 
agreed to divest itself of-large holdings in 
the beet sugar industry, against which the 
case of the government had been largely 
directed.

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Trevelyan on the 
Writing of History. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. | 
EORGE MACAULAY TREVELYAN in 
“CLIO, A MUSE, AND OTHER ESSAYS,” 
has said more sensible things in a more 
luminous way than any essayist who 
has written for a twelvemonth. One al- 


most hesitates to give this book the uncompro- 


mising praise it deserves. It is so sane, s0 
original, so definite without being dogmatic, so 
in line with what is progressive and warmly 
human, and it is at the same time so unques- 
tionably literary that it stands quite by itseif. 

The best and most remarkable essay in the 
book is the first one, “ CHo”—the muse of his- 
tory—in which Mr. Trevelyan inveighs against 
the scientific way of writing history which 
has destroyed the geniality of countless thou- 
sands of history students and which, no doubt. 
has made confirmed dyspeptics of the tis- 
torians themselves, and he has put in a plea 
for the old style of history writing. To illus- 
trate: Mr. Trevelyan says, “The value of 
Lecky's Irish history did not consist in the 
fact that he recorded in a book the tales of 
numerous massacres and murders, but that he 
produced sympathy and shame and caused a 
better understanding among us all of how the 
sins of the fathers are often visited upon 
the chiidren unto the third and fourth Semen 
tions of them that hate each other.”

Or, “Gardner’s History of the Civil War 
has done much to explain Englishmen to 
each other by revealing the rich variety of our 
national HNfe, far nobler than the unity of 
similitude. Forms of idedlism, considerations 
of policy, and wisdom are acceptable, or at 
least comprehensible, when presented by the 
historian to minds which would reject them if 
they came from the -political opponent or 
the professed sage.’ It is unnecessary to say 
that he has an ardent word to speak for Car- 
lyle, and that Ciarendon’s “grave, majestic 
eloquence of style” appeals to him, both be- 
cause it interprets a perfervid periad in noble 
terms and also reveals a personality which 
went to the making up of English history. He 
speaks of the perfect genius of Gibbon, “I 
call his genius perfect because, though lHm- 
ited, it had no faults in its kind. As all his- 
torians should aspire to do, Gibbon united 
accuracy with art. If proof ig needed that a 
literary history may be accurate,.it is found 
in Gibbon. His scientific work of sifting. ail 
evidence that was in his day available has 
suffered singularly little from criticism even 
in our archeological age, when the spade 
corrects the pen. His literary art was no less 
perfect and was the result of infinite pains to 
become a great writer. If Gibbon had taken 
as little trouble about writing as later his- 
torians, his volumes would have been as little 
read, and would have perished as quickly as 
theirs.” ~° 

Upon that concluding sentence the advo- 
cates of Mr, Trevelyan's liberal and romantic 
method of writing history may rest. He also 
yrites about “Poetry and Rebellion,” George 
Meredith, “ The Middle Marshes,” walking, and 
other subjects. (Longmans, Greene & Co.)

Frederick Fairchild Sherman of New York 
bears the simple descriptive title, “ FIFTY- 
EIGHT PAINTINGS BY HOMER D. MARTIN.” 
Martin, one of the early American landscape 
painters, usually is classed with Innes and 
Wyant. His pictures were painted in two 
strongly contrasted methods, the first being 
characteristic of the Hudson river school with 
work which bere “a smooth, rich, transparent 
surface like a piece of old lacquer,” and the 
second revealing the influence of the Fontaine- 
bleau school with its compositional integrity 
and heavy, massed workmanship.

Dramatists.

R. ARCHIBALD HENDERSON is a writer 

who throws new light on old subjects. 

He has given us a most illuminating ac- 

count of “George Bernard Shaw: His 

Life and Works,” and also of Mark 

Twain; both humorous, but along different lines, 
Mr. Henderson's latest appearance as an au- 
thor is With the book on “EUROPEAN DRAM- 
ATISTS” (Stewart-Kidd), in which he includes 


only six—Strindberg, Hendrik Ibsen, Maurice 


Maeterlinck, Oscar Wilde, Bernard Shaw, and 
Granville Barker—who might be called literary 
dramatists, as their plays are just as interesting 
for theNibrary as for the stage. Strindberg has 
only recently come into his own in this country, 


and while he will never be as popular over here. 


as Bernard Shaw or even Ibsen, he has his fol- 
lowing; not a very large one; but an intelligent 
one. Mr. Henderson calls Strindberg “ the great- 
est subjectivist of modern times,” and as I would 
not dare to dispute Mr. Henderson on a matter 
of this sort, I am sure that he is right. Mr. 
Henderson is not a writer of simple and direct 
English; he is a juggler of words Take, for 
instance, this paragraph: 

“From the study of the work of August 
Strindberg, the spiritual autobiography of the 
greatest subjectivist of modern times, there 
emerges the inevitable conviction that here is, 
in a spiritual sense, a tentative incarnation of 
the superhuman ideals of contemporary thought 
and sensibility. Above all the dissonances of 
that inhagmonious and jangled existence sounds 
the clear strain of persistently lofty idealism. 
This figure of strenuous mental vitality, of tran- 
scendent spiritual energy, thrilled with the tow- 
ering ambition of the individual will, tumultu- 
ous, passionate, untable.”

After this we come down to plainer prose and 
read of the life of Strindberg, whose father was 
a steamship agent and whose mother was a 
servant girl. His father was of a better class, 
and although as poor as a church mouse ‘he 
struggled to raise his family “to the position 
that his own forbears had held in life.” To do 
this he worked hard and neglected his children. 
Strindberg’s early life was unhappy. The con- 
ditions were squalid and impossible. He has 
written: 

“My rearing consisted in cuffings, scoldings, 
and being made to obey. The child had no 
rights: only duties. Every one’s wishes but his 
own were heeded: his were stified. He could 
touch nothing without being at fault, stand no- 
where without being in the way, utter no word 
without making himself a nuisance. His high- 
est duty, his highest virtue, was—to sit on a 
chair and keep still.” 

Strindberg worked hard for an education and 
at one time thought to be an actor, but he was 
a failure on the stage. This, however, turned 
his thoughts to the drama, which was after all 
what he loved, and the first comedy he wrote 
was condemned though not produced: Nearly 
al] of Strindbere’s writings are autobiographi- 
cal. He has dipped his pen into his heart's 
blood and written. 
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T have before me advance sheets of Mr. E. 
Phillips Oppenheim’s new novel, “A PEOPLE'S 
MAN” (Little-Brown). On a fly leaf before the 
story is begun is printed: “The characters in 
this story are entirely imaginary.” This is to 
throw people off the track who may think they 
recognize the hero of the story. It is written in 
a new vein for this author and is much more 
up to the moment than some of his other stories, 
thrilling though they may be. Here is a de- 
scription of the hero of this book; but as he is 
an Englishman, not an American, the reader 
may have some difficulty in recognizing him: but 
undoubtedly, notwithstanding Mr: Oppenheim’s 
disclaimer, some one public man will be ac- 
cused of being the original.

The returns you will get from your work are 
greater now than yowmight think, The surest 
way,to make your returns large ones is to do 
the sort of work that will pay you as well as 
the kind you can sell more. reasonably than 
usual. 

One home worker who has made toweis for 
a dollar anda quarter usually has made them 
for the January sale so she can sell them for 
a .doollar.

A 
gusty and passionate courtship may furnish 
material for a romantic novel, but it is a 
poor foundation for\thé happy and abiding 
union of two lives. A surrender to mere physi- 
cal attraction, fine clothes, and delightful con- 
versation is not the stuff of which conjugal 
love is made. 

“A young man and @ young woman total 
strangers to éach other meét at a summer re- 
sort or a moving picture show, and, on the 
basis of good looks, perfervid promises of end- 
less love, and dreams of a prosperous future, 
they rush off after a few months’ acquaintance 
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of one another and who yet ciaim the position 
of social leaders; who are both victimized and 
the seducers of girlhood and manhood; these 
are the derelicts of society who should be 
whipped into some worthy service or branded 
as incorrigible, moral idiots. For such crea- 
tures true marriage is ere 


“The feminist movement is creating an at- 
mosphere in which divorce becomes progres- 
sively easy, The movement has gone beyond 
the legitimate claims for self-expression and 
public priviiege. It is taken on a rank licence 


and riot of expression in literature and life. 


which threatens the moral and legal status 
of whole nations. We have such writers as 
Freud and Ellen Key who are claiming that 
all motherhood is sacred within or without 
the marriage bond. 

“The underlying claim made by this school 
of social philosophers .is that erotic love is 

the sole moral ground of marriage; that when 
love dies down or out either or both parties are 
morally bound to separate and remarry if 
some hew affinity swings into the ken of the 
disappointed spouse. Marriage is thus con- 
ceived as a matter of unfettered choice. Here 
and there some hnystarieai soul is found in re- 
volt against ‘m made’ laws—meaning they 
were framed by persons. who happened to be 
men implying that justice is impossible so 
long as men write statutes, and revealing that 
sex antagonism which threatens to make the 
militant suffraget movement a crazy fiasco.”

Rock and Sand Sold as Chicken. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—{Special.}—Con- 
sumerg outraged by the‘ discovery that with 
every chicken they buy they pay for about half 
a pound of sand and rock are storming the de- 
partment of agriculture for reliéf from this 
swindle. 

The department which has undertaken an in- 

vestigation has discovered that the weight con- 
tributing material is fed to the chicken on the 
eve of marketing in a paste which is so deli- 
cious to the poultry palate that it is devoured 
greedily. 
From 160,000, to 300,000 pounds of sand and 
rock and other weighty material are sold weekly 
to New York people in poultry, according to the 
Greater New York Live Poultry Dealers’ Protec- 
tive association. As a result of this practice 
Abraham Lowenstein, secretary of this associa- 
tion; E. B. Goodman, special investigator; and 
Herman Fleck, an inspector of the association, 
appeared this morning before the office of mar- 
kets and asked that the department of agricul- 
ture take steps to stop this practice

Cc. M. Wessels, advertising representative of

& Co. of New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago, a 
trade paper advertising agency, advocated the 
passage of a federal law compelling all publica- 
tions to print the circulation of each issue. 

“The privilege of second class mail rates 
should be denied a paper which should violate 
the act,”” he said. “ Such a measure would enable 
the advertiser to know definitely what he was 
buying when he advertised in a paper, just as a 
merchant in buying a crate of goods has the 
right to count the contents of the box.

IN UTILITIES LAW 


Act Allows Irresponsible Com- 
plainants to Flood Com- 
mission Office. 


STRAP HANGERS’ REBATE 


One Among Many Complaints 
Filed Asks Half Fare for 
Those Without Seats. 


A flaw in.the public utilities law which may 
result in a deluge of unimportant business 
" hempering the commission and in stealing 
business secrets was remarked yesterday by 
Assistant Counsel D. J. Normoyle. 

The law provides that any person may 
make complaint against a public service oor- 
poration and the complaint must be beard 
and anewered. A similar provision in New 
York, it is said, resulted in the plaguing of 
corporations for ulterior motives. In other 
states the law has been worded to prevent 
unimportant complaints taking up the time, 
either by defining clasees of complainte to be 
heard or requiring a number of signers to a 
complaint. 

Many complaints have already been filed. 

Commissioners Thompson, Funk, and Shaw 
were in Madison, Wis., yesterday. Chairman 
Quen was at the commission office. 

One of the first ways in which economy 
will be affected is to cut down on the ex- 
penses of the old railroad and warehouse 
commission. Orders were itssued to elimi- 
nate the long distance telephone tolls, which 
were said by Chairman Quan to be exces- 


' give. 


No Limit on Complaints. 
The objectionable clause on complaints is 
section &. It reads in-part: 


board of trade. .. . setting forth any 
act or thing done or omitted to be done in 
violation, or claimed to be in violation, of 
any provisions of this act, or of any order 
or rule of this commission.” 2 

It further requires that the party com- 
plained of shall make an answer to the 
complaint. 


Deluge of Cases Already. 

The commission within ite week of exist- 
ence already has been deluged with com- 
plaints. 

“This feature of the law,” said Mr. Nor 
moyle, “ affords an opening for the ° chronic 
kicker.’ If the matter is not ruled upon by 
the commission, it might result in congest- 
ing business. 

“In other states the complaint rule has 
been modified. In New York the law was 
similar to the one we have here, and the 
complaint was used by persons who wished 


to bring certain facts to light about the’ 


business of companies.” 

It was the opinion of the counsel and the 
chairman that a separate department of 
complaintae must be inaugurated to weed 
out the unreasonable ones. 


Half Fare for “Straphangers.” 

One of the complaints received yesterday 
was a proposal that “ straphangers" pay & 
fare of only 2% cente and those passengers 
who had seats be required to pay 5 cents. 
Another letter contained an alleged psychic 
explanation of street car accidents. 

Mr. Normoyle expected this morning to fe- 
ceive a copy of the Kansas gas rate decision 
of the Supreme court affecting the status of 
the utilities commission. Upon its receipt he 
will prepare an opinion upon it for the com- 
mission. 

An application for consideration of the 
commission's jurisdiction over insurance 
rates was filed by Max Weber. It will be re- 
ferred to the commission next Tuesday.

Health Certificate a Safeguard Against V1- 
cious Selection in Marriage,’’ this statement 
aroused great interest among the conference 
delegates. 


Early for Sex Hygiene Study. 

“I am convinced the time is not, ripe for 
sex hygiene courses in the Chicago schools,” 
he said, “though I voted for its retention 
this week. I. believe that when public opin- 
ion is so enlightened and informed there 
will not be such a great difference of opinion 
as exists in Chicago today. 

“ Perhaps it is a good thing that the school 
board took the action it did, as it is going te 
give us time to teach the teachers what sex 
hygiene really is.

QUINLAN FAILS TO GET THE JOB 


An attack on the right of County Attorney 
Carl R. Chindblom to bring foreclosure suits 
in behalf of the state for unpaid general 
taxes on real estate resulted in a decision in 
his favor by Judges Baldwin, McGoorty, 
and Windes, sitting en banc yesterday after- 
noon. 

The judges denied a motion to dismiss a 
number of foreclosure bills now pending 
based on the ground that State’s Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne and not Mr. Chindblom was 
the proper officer legally constituted by the 
statutes to bring the suits. 

At the conclusion of argument by counsel 
representng Jacob Glos, spéeculator in tax 


-titles, who presented the motion to the court, 


and Assistant County Attorney William F, 
Struckmann, Judge Baldwin announced the 
decision. He said it was the opihion of the 
court sitting en banc that under the statutes 
and authorities as presented to them. Mr. 
Chindblom had'a legal right to bring the 
suits, 


Answers Hoyne Charges. 

Mr. Chindblom, who \was in court, hailed 
the decision as an answer to Mr. Hoyne’s 
charges, presented in a letter to the county 
finance committee, that mo such office ag 
“county attorney" existed. 

s “ Under this degiaion there can be no ques- 
tion my office Ig one legally constituted by 
the statutes,” Mr. Chindblom said. “It is¢ 
sufficient answer to Mr, Hoyne <4 claim that 
my office does not legally exist,” 

Several other angles of the controversy are 
still pending before the judges. Arguments 
will be heard on the question of the city’s 
right to bring foreclosure suits for uhpaid 
special) assessments and whether it has prec- 
edence over the county in bringing fore- 
closure suits for unpaid general taxes. 


City Question Deferred. 

At the suggestion of Judge Baldwin, the 
only question argued was the one presented 
by Attorney John R. O'Connor, counsel for 
Glos. The city, through Corporation Coun- 
sel Sexton, has also raised the question as 
to whether or not foreclosure suits for un- 
paid special assessments shall have prece- 
dence over general tax suits, but this will 
be reserved for some future date when the 
judges have more time to consider it. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Charles M. 
Haft appeared for the city, Mr. Hoyne was 
represented by First Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Frank Johnston Jr., and Mr. Chindblom 
was in court, but was represented by Assist- 
ant County Attorney W. F.. Struckmann. 


Fail to Pay Mahoney. 

Efforts of members of the county board to 
appoint George A. Quinlen as superintendent 
of highways and to pay the claim of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney B. J. Mahony for 
$600 salary were blocked during the day,

LAKES UNHURT BY 
SANITARY CANAL 


Survey Report Shows Diver- 
sion of Water Has Not 
Lowered Them. 


ABOVE AVERAGE DEPTH. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]--The 
diversion of lake water through the Chi- 
cago sanitary canal is not lowering the level 
of the great lakes. 

The fact is demoristrated by the report of 
the United States lake survey for Decem- 
ber, which shows that the level of the lakes 
is tending upward, instead of downward. 

The December level of each of the lakes 
was from one to six inches above the average 
December stage during the last ten years. 


What Survey Report Says. 

The survey report says: 

“ake Superior is 0.17 foot lower than last 
month, 0.54 foot higher than a year ago, 
0.42 foot above the average stage of Decem- 
ber of the last ten years, 0.39 foot below the 
high stage of December, 1900, and 1.54 feet 
above the low stage of December, 1879. It 
will probably fall about 0.3 foot during Jan- 
uary. 

“ Lakes Michigan-Huron are 0.08 foot lower 
than last month, 0.12 foot higher thana year 
ago, 0.15 foot above the average stage of 
December of the last ten years, 2.40 feet be- 
low the high stage of December, 1883, 1.35 
feet above the low stage of December, 1895, 
They will probably fall about 0.1 foot during 
January. 

“Lake Erie is 0.14 foot lower than last 
month, 0.59 foot higher than a year ago, 0.45 
foot above the average stage of December 
of the last ten years, 1.89 feet below the high 
stage of December, 1805. It will probably re- 
main about stationary during January. 

**Lake Ontario is 0.15 foot lower than last 
month, 0.20 foot lower than a year ago, 0.39 
foot higher than the average stage of Decem- 
ber of the last ten years, 1.70 feet below the 
high stage of December, 1861, and 2.48 feet 
above the low stage of December, 1895. It 
will probably rise about 0.1 foot during Jan- 
uary.”’ 

Contentions Not Borne Out. 

The contentions of the Great Lakes navi- 
gation interests, the Canadian government, 
and various lake cities that the drainage 
canal is lowering the waters to a point en- 
dangering navigation are not borne out by 
the report in the remotest degree. It was 
such contentions which played a large part 
in defeating the petition of Chicago for gov- 
ernment permission to increase the flow of 
lake water through the canal. 

Chicago has a war department permit to 
divert 4,168 cubic feet of water a second. It 
actually has been diverting about 7,000 feet, 
and it asked for authority to use 10,000 feet 
on the ground that the additional amount 
is necessary to the proper sanitation of the 
city. Secretary of War Stimson refused the 
permit. - 

The question of the right of the city to 
divert the additional water now is pending 
in the Federal court in Chicago. Eventu- 
ally the city may ask congress to authorize 
the additional diversion. 

If the level of the lakes should continue to 
rise as shown by the survey the most pow- 
erful argument against the city’s petition 
will have been defeated.

Gov. Ferris Depends on Courts.

. Fellows. The attorney general remained 


here until this afternoon, and attended sey- 
eral sessions of the grand jury. He was 
presemt in the grand jury room yesterday 
when President Charlies H. Moyer of the 
: miners’ federation was questioned. 


Union Officials Expect Indictment. 

The officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners have said they expect to be indicted 
on various charges. It also is expected the 
grand jury will indict several persons con- 
nected with the deportation and shooting of 
Moyer. 

But any indictments will be attacked stren- 
uously by the attorneys for the Western fed- 
eration. Two points which might be raised 
and cause a long legal battle were allvanced 
yesterday by one of the attorneys in an in- 
terview. 

The first point is the right of the attorney 
general to be present in the grand jury room 
when a witness is being questioned by the 
jurors. Federation attorneys say it is a com- 
mon law right that only the jurors shall be 
present in the room and quiz the witnesses. 
Attorney General Fellows met the charge of 
the federation attorneys by saying that as 
chief legal officer of the state he has a lega] 
right in the grand jury room. 

The second point is the appointment of a 
special prosecutor to investigate the condi- 
tiong here. One of the federation attorneys 
said an almost unbroken line of decisions in 
the Michigan Supreme court holds against 
the appointment of a special prosecutor, ex- 
cept in case of disqualification by illness of 
the regularly elected prosecutor. 

It was reported here today that the first 
indictments of the grand jury will be re 
turned about the middle of next week. 


Moyer Resumes Charge of Strike. 

The return of President Moyer to the cop- 
per country hag caused little excitement in 
the district, although he is being guarded 
closely by R. R. MacKenzie, a member of the 
executive committee of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners.

Gibbons, met at Lewis’ gymnasium. 

The battlers, who are considered the most 
clever in the game today, will clash in the 
New York arena early next month, as both 
Thiry and Reddy are anxious that the bout be 
staged the first week in February. 

Twenty minutes of wrangling were all that 
were required before the managers of the 
fighters reached an agreement. The prin- 
cipal hitch naturally was over the weight. 
For some time negotiations for the match 
have failed becauseof this disagreefnent. 
At the meetifg yesterday Manager Reddy 
started his conversation with a statement 
that under no circumstances would the “ St. 
Paul Phantom’’ make better than 145 
pounds at 3 o'clock. 


Managers Make Compromise. 

. Thiry listened patiently until Reddy had 
finished his argument, then came back with 
a proposition that weight be made at 6 
o'clock. Packey’s manager said that under 
no circumstances would he grant further con- 
cessions, but a moment later when Reddy 
made a final proposition to split the differ- 
ence in time, naming 4 o'clqck as weighing 
in time, Thiry gave in and accepted. 

The match will be staged by the club op- 
erated by Billy Gibson In New York. Reddy 
left soon after the conference for New York, 
where he will see Promoter Gibson. Before 
Reddy came to Chicago he was authorized 
to get McFarland for the match with Gib- 
bons, and has complete assurance that the 
Gotham promoter will stage the mill. 


Boxers Get 50 Per Cent. 
Tt is more than likely tha: all concerned 
in the match will be satisfied, for Gibson has 


offered the fighters 50 per cent of the gats re- 
ceipts. Both Reddy and Thiry yesterday an- 
nounced that they would prefer to battle for a 
percentage of the receipts than for a guaran- 
teed amount of money. The two managers figure 
that the bout will draw a house of not less than 
$40,000, and that their profits would be greater 
on a percentage basis than with a guarantee. 

The forfeits, which will amount to $1,000, will 
be posted just as soon as Promoter Gibson sets 
the date for the bout and the articles are signed. 

The managers of the fighters acted like a pair 
of kids after the ent was reached, for both 
seemed to be highly elated that a match had 
been made. Tere is no doubt that the bout 
is one of the best ever offered to the New York 
boxing public. Both Gibbons and McFarland 
are great drawing cards. Packey'’s bouts al- 
ways have drawn well, while Reddy points to 
the bout in which his fighter met Eddie McGoorty 
when $24,000 was passed in at the gate as evi- 
dence of Gibbons’ ability to attract the boxing 
folks,

Boston, Mass., Jan. 9—The public service | 
commission's order giving consent to the | 
issue by the New York, New ‘Haven and 
Hartford Railroad company of $67,700,000 of 
convertible debenture bonds was annulled 
today by the Supreme court, which declared | 
the approval of such a convertible issue be- :

The unanimous opinion of the court said: 

“The approval of the commission of an | 
igsue of stock must relate to the present and 
not to a remote future.

is inseparable from the price at which it is | 
to be issued.
